shed and 
terrorism, may prove to bo 


not an unmixed evil if it lends to u bet- 
ter understanding botvrcou tho railroads 
and their employes, aud to the intro- 
duction ot a luiror aud houester basis 
of railroad management throughout tho 
country. 
As to tbo violent" aspects oi 


the strike, there was and is but one po- 
sition to take. 
Order must ba preserv- 


ed and law enforced at whatever cost, 
But when we go baok of this and con 
sidor the causes which led to the strike, 
there are two aides to tbe case. It is 
an undeniable fact that tho employes 
of most of tho railroads have suffered 
severe hardships in the way of reduced 
wages, increased work and 
deferred 


pay. 
Tho public knows this, and if 


they had cuntincd themselves to peace 
able and 
lawful methods the public 


spmputby would have beeo with thorn, 
It is not the nature nor tho amount of 
their domanda that publio opinion con 
demns, but their manner of enforcing 
it. 
So fur as tho merits of tho oaee are 


concerned, publio opinion seemed to be 
with tbo mon 
rather 
than 
With the 


railroads, but public opinion will not 
countenance lawlessness.

lens tiuo that the railroad companies

dividends at the expense of the nil- 
roads.

road oflioiala ol iho country are stocks 
holders in sumo of thaso fast Ireiglu 
lines, whoso interests are entirely di 
verse I rum tho«e of the rouds. 
They 


arc rings within rings, regular Credit 
Mobilier arrangements, by whioh the 
profits wliioh ought to go to 
the rail 


roads and their stockholders and om< 
ployes are diverted and divided among 
% few. 
It is useless to deny this. 
It if 


true, and it constitutoa one reason of 
the poverty of the railroads, 
It is evi 


dent there is a general reform demand- 
ed in the muener of operating the com- 
panies. These fast freight lines will 
have to be absorbed or they will absorb 
tho railroads. 
These arc questions 


whioh will force themselves on the at- 
tention of tho railroad managers and 
will have to be mot. 
There ia a fooling 


in the publio mind tbat the roads have 
been managed too much in tho interest 
of tho managers, and that with honest 
and fair management they might bo 
able to pay tbeir employes honest and 
fair wagea,—Ind. Journal. 


NKWAUK, N. J., July 25.—The

KVANSYIU-K, Ind., July 25,—To> 


night a uiob assembled at the St. Louie 
& Southeastern depot, and 
informed 


the officials that a mail our ulooe could 
start for Nashville, Teuu, At 0 o'clock 
tho mail car and sleeper attempted to 
leave for Nashville, but tho mob broke 
the couplings, and tho company was 
compelled to comply with tho wishes of 
the mob and send only the mail ear, 
Similar attempt was made at 10 o'clock 
to prevent the night express for St. 
Louis from 
leaving. 
The train was 


backed down Ohio street ior First when 
tho engineer crowded on all steam and 
went by the depot at lightning speed 
and succeeded in getting tho train off, 
Several of the mob barely escaped being 
run over. 


Buri'ALO, July 24.—Tho mayor has 


admonished all law-abiding citizens to 
keep within doors between 10 p. in. 
and 5 a. m. authorizing tho arrests of 
all persons on publio streets after the 
hour named, and that places of business 
be cosed after 10 p, m. 
Four hundred 


of the best citizens are doisg patrol 
duty, thus leaving the police Force free 
to cope with the mob, A crowd threat- 
ened to burn the East Buffalo depot, 
and broke somo windows, 
but the po 


lice scattered thorn by u vigorous use 
of their locusts. 
Some commotion was 


caused by tbo burning of two freight 
oara by rioters. 


SAN FHANOISCO, July Hi—At the 


meeting of tho workingmen, to-night, 
resolutions were adopted, ono of which 
was for tho appointment of a committee 
to devise somo means for compelling 
tho Central Pacific ruilrond authorities 
to discharge all Chinamen. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21—At West 


Philadelphia all passenger trains are 
going regularly on the main line and 
mam division, and have re-established 
freight traffic between Philadelphia and 
New Sork.

PITTSIIURQ, PA , July 21.—Quiet 


reigns to-night, and there IB very little 
danger that the mob will again show 
ituelt. 
A large force of miluia is on 


duty, assisted by the Citizens' Corps 
and a large force of mounted police. 
Rioters are being arrested a score at a 
time, and sent to jail and the work 
bouse. They are escorted by soldiers, 
and allowed no chance to escape. Gov, 
Ilartraft arrived from the West this 
evening, and is now in consultation 
with the committee of safety and prom 
inent citizens. Large numbers of spe- 
cial police have been sworn in, and are 
patrolling every part of the city. Rail 
road business ia still suspended, all ef- 
forts to compromise having thus far 
failed. 
Tho city is suffering greatly 


on account of the blockade. 
The 


stock of provisions is running low, and 
a supply must soon be obtained some- 
how. , Another conference will be hold 
to-morrow, 'when it is expected the 
trouble will be settled. 
It is reported 


the Pennsylvania Koud will not rebuild 
the depot and other buildings destroy1 


od. 
Tho Steam Elevator Company has 


also concluded not to rebuild.

PORT WAYNE, Jnly 24 —The fire- 


men, brakemon and switchmen on the 
Wabash railway 
finally decided, at 2 


o'clock this morning, to strike at 3 this 
afternoon, unless wages 
were restored 


to rates of 1874 by that thno, 
Mana- 


ger Hopkins refused to comply witb 
tha demands of the men, and no trains 
will be moved after 3 o'clock. The 
shops ot this company bore, employing 
400 men, will close this afternoon. 


The Wabasb train men havo just re- 


ceived a dispatch from Manager Hop 
kins, asking tho men to send a commit, 
tee to Toledo' to consult with him. 
Superintendent Wade has provided a 
special train to take them to Toledo at 
2 o'clock. The strike will probably be 
poitponod until they are heard from. 


TOLEDO, July 24,—The trainmen on 


the Wabaah railway 
bave made a de- 


mand for an increase in wagoa, to which 
no reply has yot been made. They have 
not joined tho strike, but 
will do so if 


their demand ia not complied with, 
Passenger trains are still running on 
tho Canada Southern. Extra train* 
were made up and run woat from here 
on the Lako Shore road. At » meet- 
ing of trainmen held last night, about 
500 persons being in attendance, reso- 
lutions similar m eharaeter to those 
passed at like meetings in other cities 
were adopted; also one requesting the 
mayor to close all saloons until tbe 
strike was over. 
Another meeting is 


called for to night.

CHIOAXJO, Jnly 24—11' p. m,—At 


thu hour everything is quiet. Tbe 
striken bave not been out this evening 
except as a few won present at a Com* 
munist meeting, held en Market square.

Tue mob pre- 
vented the firemen <tom working on the 
flames, and several other wash-bouses 
were cleaned out. Having done all 
they would the police were allowed to 
claim a victory, and at an early hour 
thia morning all was quiet. Tho militia 
remained under orders in their armories.

HIE RAILROAD STRIKE AT DECA- 


TUR. 


As was intimated in our isiui! of yes- 


terday, the railroad strike reached this 
place ycsteulay al'ternoou, and a meet- 
Ing was held for consultation at some 
place in the vicinity ot the depot, OD 
some of the night trains a few member.' 
from other points who are prominent in 
the movement came to thcjcity, but who 
they are or from whence they came, no 
one sue me J to know. 


This morning 
the accommodation 


train on tho I., D. & 8 road intended to 
start u few hours ahead ot time so as to 
take their freight through, but found 
when ready to start that the water had 
beeu let out of their boiler, aud they 
were not allowed to take more. 


The Peklu accommodation, which 


takes freight, was also held. No freight 
Is moving from the city on any of the 
roads to-day. 


The accommodation on tbe Central 


road, which passes here going south 
about half-past IU In the morning, had 
ou board several carloads of cattle billed 
for Assumption. These were allowed to 
proceed to their destination, but orders 
havo boon given by the strikers to start 
no more stock from any polul. Crowds 
wore gathered al the dupot all the fore- 
noon wuiilug to sue what lliu next move 
will bu. 


About 11 o'clock Mayor Chambers 


visited the depot and had a consultation 
with some of tho leaders, who read to 
him the regulations by which the strik- 
ers aic governed, and assured his Honor 
that thuy stionhl use all diligence to 
prevent Uic destinctiou ol' property, and 
to muiutulu order anil subtlety among 
their own members. 


Tho 1'uUlu mail train, due here at 11 


o'clock, was abandoned at the option of 
the company, and did not come iu. 


Tho trains ou tliu Wubash, both east 


and west, came iu and wunt out as 
usual, though It seems to bo the opinion 
that the passenger trains will dually 
become involved; and the teellng seem- 
ed to bo quite geniral at tho depot at 
Q*OU, that no more passenger trains 
would Jbe allowed to pass hero after one 
o'clock to-day.
